for ita lovely hrndscnpcs or interesting 
for its iigricultunil possibilities, aa enter- 
prising cofFc'e planters havo set out iui- 
mc-nso on;hardd of this chcrryllko tree, 
but chitfiy KO fur tho queer races which 
find shelter in their wooded mid well 
watered canyons. 


Sonio yr;irSHgo the writer was in tha 


Nilgiris in connection with government 
\vurk, and had thero tho opirortunity of 
seeing t lie small savayes who live in tbo 
most inijifiietrablo purts of this moun- 
tainous country. Thoao are dwarfs and 
have iiuver Wen tempted to partaJco of 
the benefits of civilization. They nlill 
live in holes in ilie ground or in hollow 
trunks, iiro absolutely nuked and quar- 
rel with thu monkey over wild fruits. 
Now aud again they venture to tho lower 
levels and barter honey for glass beads 
and other worthless gewgaws. 
They 


hunt with bows and arrows mid aru re- 
markably skillful iu tho uso of these 
primitive weapons. 


Another tribe equally as interesting 


are thu Toilas, who since 1GOO have at- 
tracted the attention of Europeans. 


Tho Portuguese thought rh?y were 


Christians and sent to their moral assist- 
ance a Jesuit father, who, however, soon 
discovered that they wero the most ig- 
norant heathens. 
Much argument has 


bueu wasted upon tho origin of rhppp 
people, some asserting they were ab- 
original to southern Inilin, others insist- 
ing they were oi' the lost tribes of Israel 
and others that they v.-cro .M.imcheaus. 


However, only GOO or 700 remain, and 


the little settlements arc scattered over 
tho most picturesque portions of tbo 
Nilgiris. Their only worship is tho buf- 
falo, of which they hr.vo large herds, 
and whoso care and tho gathering of 
wild honey constitute the sum of their : 
daily toil. 


Their story of the creation bears some 


resemblance io the belief of tlio ortho- 
dox Christian, for they tell how a man 
created a fellow man out of tho car*h 
and finished tlio good work by mailing 
woman, not out of liis own ribs, but the 
other man's ribs. They havo u trinity, 
cc-usisting of a- father, sou and a kite. 
Tho liist was bora of a. pnnipkm, tbe 
offspring nf the first woman. 


They, too, indulge, in .1 heaven nml a 


hell, ami as the mountain streams aro in- 
fested with leeches vrliich make their 
pusstigu uncomfortable, tho Toflas say 
hell is a river inhabited by theso awful 
creatures, spanned by a single thread, 
over which the righteous can pass safely, 
but too frail for tho traffic of the guilty. 


Tlio Todii'a dead body is swathed in a 


new cloth, his toes aro tied together with 
red thread, earth is thrown over his 
corpse, and two of his buffaloes are sacri- 
ficed. 
They impose tho (lead man's 


hands upon tho animals' horns anil la- 
ment with titter erica bis passage to tho 
uiikiiov.-u world. Alter removing the 
skull and finger nnils tbe body is burned, 
and tho ashes aro scattered to tho four 
winds of heaven. 


The relics of the departed are taken to 


the mourning IIUUKU and stored with 
those of others who during tho year have 
passed tho great divide. Around 
house aro biin» the nteusils which were- 
used by tho deceased aud thoso article* 
which he most valued during life. Worn 
en arc jealously excluded from the in- 
terior of this house of woe, hut aro per- 
mitted to peep through the crevices at 
the assemble;! mourners, wliich a year 
later perform tho last rites. They lie- on 
the fioor, giving ven,t to themost hideous 
howls, beating their breastaand exciting 
each other to lho flow of tears. 


On tho turf outside the house other 


Todas maintain an exciting dance, call- 
ing out their loud huh-huh-huhs, stamp- 
ing their feet and dancing to the unin- 
spiring music oE the pijw and a buffalo 
hide drum, blown and beaten by thecar- 
riou eating Kotas, who furnish music on 
all these dismal occasions. Nor aro tho 
ceremonies yet over. Tho sacrifice has 
to be performed, ami tin's is done in n 
characteristically brutal fashion, for tlio 
mild Hindustani can work himself kito 
the most fwirrnl of religious frenzies. - 
San Francis co Chronicle.

More than this, none of her 
old friends are permitted to eao her, and 
her relatives never go near her. 
If thia 


statement is founded in truth," continues 
the Nawa Letter, "ateps ehonldba taken 
to compel the gentleman who was ap 
pointed her gnartitan to see that aho IB 
better treated. Alter Mrs, Terry was 
taken to Stockton ecores of dresses and 
articles of underwear, and cloth enough 
to replenish her wardrobe a bundled 
times,were found iu her house at Fresno. 
A considerable aracunt of valuable jew- 
elry waa also discovered among her ef- 
fects. What has become of thia atuff? 
It is certain that she has not benefited 
by it in any way. And what has be- 
come of the rent received from the prop- 
erty? Judge Levy, who appointed h-r 
guardian, is in duty bound to see that 
this woman is not allowed to eaOVr 
through the negligence of her guardian, 
and it is to ba hoped that lie will act 
promptly in tha uidtter."

The doctor changed bis mind, however, 
and accompanied the reporter to tho 
female department of the institution. 


Tho mnauclar matron of tho establish- 


ment, who is about 5 feet 10 tall and 
bailt proportionately, was eulisted aa 
guide and protector, for Mrs. Terry iu 
her maniacal fury ie FO etrong that eorae- 
timet the two lady attendants in lier 
ward would ba overmatched were it not 
for the uiatton'3 aid. It took nearly a 
quarter ol an hour to reach Ward H in 
the third story of the building. The 
party passed through A labyiiuth 
c-f 


wards and paeeageways, turninc to right 
and left and making tuo most mysterious 
siudiuKB. The ronle was so intricate 
that R frontier scout could not have 
retraced hiB steps without a cuide. 


At last the white p.iated, wooden- 


baned dcor of Ward H swung open, and 
tho party entered a hitfh-walled, corridor 
like apartment fifteen fott lony, with 
cells on either side. A width of hallway 
carpet extended the length of the room, 
nnd here and there ou each tide stood 
benches, upon which eat fatienta who?o 
strange eyes were riveted on tbo vis- 
itors. Other patients paced pp and 
down with bowed heada, muttering aud 
mttmbling to themselves.

opened the door. 


"There he is! There he is!" Mrs. 


Terry shrieked, Epriugicg to her feet ia a 
Jury. 


The patients seized her. The two at- 


tendants of the ward, who were at the 
door when it was swnn^ opun, entered 
and caught hold of the maniac. 


"Ob, Grorf, let me loose," screamed thn 


poor, demented woman, atrugnliug to 
free herself: "-'H kill him! I'll kill 
him!" 


Aa she said this she pointed to Dr. 


Clark with outstretched arm. She was 
making fierce (ungee toward him and 
seemed to bs drwgtnz those who hod 
hold of her. Uer'ayee had the look-of 
terror that insanity gives, and Lur dis- 
have ed bnir huoe down over her fore- 
head. 
She struggled frighitally. 
She 


threw those who had hold of her out at 
arms length, but did not succeed in 
breaking their crip. Sbo gave vicior>s 
swings with her head, trying to bntt her 
captors iu the face. To oae nhe would

, you murdered nay 


aunt;" to another, "You

Mrs. Terry had by this struggled her 


way out into tbe ward. She tried harder 
than ever to get to Dr. Clark, reiteratinu 
again and a^ain her former statement 
concerning him- Tbe muscular matron 
then caught hold of her by the left arm, 
throwing tbo forearm up to the shoulder, 
and with bar assistance Mrs. Terry wag 
bald as in a vise. She spat at Dr. Clnrk 
four or five limes, and every tino her 
marksmanship was good. Tbe last time 
ehe succeeded in 
hittinet tha doctor 


gquarely in the face, and he retired out 
of range. 
There was conti-Jtirable excitement in 


tho ward while ihia SCPHB was going on. 
Patients ran to and fro, some of ihem 
sbrieking and others ^wringing 
their 


bands and crying hysterically. 


Mrs. Terry waa talking very fast. 


What she said could not he understood 
because ehe flew from one subject to an- 
other. Tbe reporter stepped close up 
in front of her and after speaking her 
name several timaa enccecded in attract- 
ing her flttenti >ii. Asked if she recna- 
niz?d him, she said ehe did, and added: 
"You area reporter for the Mail." Then 
ehe said she wanted to show how thfy 
treated her; IierloRH were strapped, ehe 
saH. She cried, "Look!" and threw 
herself back ward, at the same instant 
letting her feet elide forward on the floor 
to expose them from under the hem oi 
her wrapper. They were strappad, bat 
not tightly. There wan slack enough 
left to allow ber to walk by taking short 
EtPpS. 


Mra. Terry began to rava again, saying 


that the women sronnd her had mur- 
deied her aunt. Once she mentioned 
tbe name Hill, but what she said ia con- 
nection with the namo was incoherent, 
Phfl never onco epoko of tha trade event 
she had witncsatd in the railway eating 
house at L^throp. 


The attendants were afraid there would

Dr. Maupin's testimony waa corrobor- 


ated hy A. S. Edgorly. H. D. Colaoa, Dr. 
Manx "and otheie. They testified that 
they had teen pnddles in the lot covered 
with a green Euin, and that a disagreea- 
ble stench arcs? therefrom. They all 
considered the spot dangerous to health. 


The defendant went on the stand and 


stated tbat he had tried to keep the place 
in a better coaditioQ. He had had a hole 
dug PO tbat the water could ba con- 
ducted into it, and had also taken other 
steps to prevent the lot from becoming H 
nuisance. After brief deliberation the 
jury brought in a verdict of not gnilty.
